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Helicopter patrols rise to 
protect our railway lines

NETWORK Rail is ramping up 
helicopter patrols across the 
county this month amid a sharp 
increase in the number of incidents 
on our railway lines. 

Crime on the south east’s 
railway has cost the taxpayer- 
funded firm - responsible for rail 
infrastructure - some £20 million 
over the last three years, with 
trespassing, vandalism and theft 
key concerns. 

In Kent, where trains are 
powered by the 75Ov conductor 
rail, the power has to be turned off 
when people trespass on the line, 
causing huge delays for passengers. 

Trespassing has hit a six-year 
high with officials saying in one 
incident a family complete with 
pushchair and child were spotted 
by the line. 

Now extra patrols, which will see 
staff joined by British Transport 
Police (BTP) officials, will be 
operating in a bid to crack down on 
the problem. 

Network Rail’s chief operating 
officer in the south east, Andy 
Derbyshire, said: “Crime on the 


railway delays passengers, hurts the 
economy and costs the rail industry 
millions of pounds every year. 

That’s money that we’d all much 
rather was spent on maintaining 
and improving the network. 

“We know the summer months 
see an increase in trespassing. 

With the major work we have 
going on this August bank holiday, 
we need to use every tool at our 
disposal to keep any disruption to 
passengers to a minimum. 


“Our helicopter will be patrolling 
known crime hotspots and this 
weekend they’ll be taking a BTP 
officer up with them. They will be 
able to directly liaise with units on the 
ground to tackle any crime they see.” 

Inspector Becky Warren said: 
“We’re determined that the rail 
network remains a safe and secure 
place for people to travel and work. 
Every day, we police the journeys of 
more than six million passengers, 
making sure everyone gets home 


safe, secure and on time. 

“This operation alongside 
Network Rail gives us another way 
to ensure the railways are kept safe 
throughout the busy summer 
holiday period.” 

In one incident recently in 
Norbury in south London, a 
trespasser on the tracks caused 
delays to more than 100,000 
passengers between Victoria and 
the south coast, as 800 trains were 
disrupted. 


Brexit claims 260 jobs 
as salad firm is tossed 
into administration 


Union's hopes high of fewer 
casualties of Asda review 


SOME 260 jobs have been lost at food 
supplier Southern Salads after the 
Brexit-hit pound forced the company 
into administration. 

FRP Advisory has been appointed 
administrators of the Tonbridge- 
based firm, which will cease trading 
immediately, leaving hundreds of 
staff out of work. 

The family-run company operated 
for 30 years, weathering “competi¬ 
tive pricing pressures from super¬ 
markets and other retail chains”, and 
had invested heavily in its produc¬ 
tion facilities in 2014. 

However, the expected increase in 
turnover never materialised 
following those investments, and the 
business was not able to ride out the 
effects of the Brexit vote which 
increased the cost of overseas greens. 

“Despite successfully producing 
over 50 tonnes of salad per day for its 
array of customers, the company 
faced an unprecedented pressure on 
cash flow in the immediate after- 
math of last summer’s EU referen¬ 


dum vote,” joint administrator and 
FRP Advisory partner Ian Vickers 
said. 

“The sudden decline in sterling 
was not foreseen by the company, 
leaving the business grappling with 
an immediate fall of between 10 per 
cent and 20 per cent in its purchas¬ 
ing power for overseas-grown salads 
required for the winter and early 
spring UK market, which in turn put 
a severe strain on cash-flow.” 

Market jitters have resulted in a 
major devaluation of the pound in 
the wake of the Brexit vote, with the 
UK currency dropping more than 16 
per cent from its pre-referendum 
high of 1.31 against the euro to lows 
of 1.09. 

Remain-voting MP for Tonbridge 
and Mailing, Tom Tugendhat, said 
he was “sorry to see a recognisable, 
family run Tonbridge business stop 
trading”. 

FRP said its “immediate priority” 
would be to help all staff who were 
made redundant as a result. 


UNION chiefs say they are 
1 ‘hopeful’ ’ of reducing redundancies 
at Asda stores where the supermar¬ 
ket giant is planning to wield the axe 
- among them one in Kent. 

The Broadstairs branch is one of 
18 stores identified as ‘underper¬

Is Whitehall review set 
to give our firms bigger 
say in economic future?

BUSINESSES in Kent could have a 
bigger say in identifying economic 
priorities around the county as the 
government reviews the work of 
bodies established to drive growth in 
the area. 

The role of dozens of local enter¬ 
prise partnerships (LEPs), including 
SELEP in the south east, is being dis¬ 
cussed by ministers this summer, 
with chiefs hoping it will result in in¬ 
creased responsibilities and power 
for firms. 

The success of SELEP - set up in 
2011 to help lead job creation, ena¬ 
ble house building and promote a 
stronger skills agenda for the re¬ 
gion’s combined economy - has seen 
business have a genuine seat at the 
table in discussions over multi-mil¬ 
lion and sometimes multi-billion 
pound developments. 

It is understood plans on the fu¬ 
ture of the roles of LEPs will go out 
for consultation later this year.

SELEP chairman Christian Brodie 
said: “The time is right, given Brexit 
and the government’s emerging in¬ 
dustrial strategy, to properly recog¬ 
nise the important role of LEPs and 
the future opportunity created by 


our inclusive public-private partner¬ 
ships in supporting businesses and 
communities in our areas. 

“Promoting business growth, im¬ 
proving skills, strengthening our 
key trade links to the rest of the UK 
and keeping international markets 
open for business are at the heart of 
what SELEP is focused on achieving. 

“To do this it is important that SE¬ 
LEP and all of our partners in our 
robust federal model continue to 
present a strong aggregate voice to 
government. 

“The review coincides with us up¬ 
dating our strategic economic plan 
to make sure it presents the strong¬ 
est possible case for our share of fu¬ 
ture government funding.” 

SELEP has recently been given the 
green light by government for the in¬ 
vestment of a further £102.6m in 
employment and skills, new trans¬ 
port and infrastructure to support 
business growth, which will unlock 
£141m of private investment, and 
will create or safeguard 33,000 jobs 
and allow the development of 6,000 
new homes.

‘Kinky’ adults 
festival sets up 
in woodland 


AN ‘adult’ festival for “enlightened, 
kinky partygoers” is being staged in 
Tunbridge Wells this weekend 

The raunchy woodland festival, called 
Flamefest, is expected to attract more 
than 350 people after opening its doors 
on Friday and concluding today 
(Sunday). 

Although organisers say the event is 
taking place at a “secret location in 
Kent” it is believed to be sited at Brookes 
Wood in High Brooms. 

As well as live rave music, movie 
nights and extreme performances 
including fire breathing and sword 
swallowing, it also offers “an adult play 
area and steamy outdoor hot tubs”. 

However, residents have complained 
about the nature of the event, which 
charges £600 for a boutique tent with 
entry for two people, and the number of 
coaches that will be bringing partygoers 
from the capital to the venue. Local 
councillors have also raised objections 
to the event and its nature. 

Event organisers, which describe the 
festival as being “for kinky, quirky, 
creative hedonists” are understood to 
have allayed fears, though, by insisting 
no sex would be visible to the public and 
all noise would be strictly controlled. 

Tickets for the event were only 
available in advance. 


Don't feed the ducks Driver admits 70mph Crook jailed after 
bread warns council in 30 zone in court stealing cash cards 


ENVIRONMENTAL chiefs in Dover are handing 
out free duck food throughout August amid fears 
that feeding them bread can damage both the 
birds and the wider ecosystem. 

The district council is supplying park-goers 
with the food in Kearsney Abbey, and is remind¬ 
ing people of alternatives that can be fed to the 
water fowl including pears, seeds, sweetcorn, 
seedless grapes cut in half, chopped lettuce and 
duck pellets. 

Feeding bread to ducks, says the authority, can 
be harmful because it fills them up but doesn’t 
give them the right nutrients, and a high calorie, 
low-nutrient diet can cause a condition called 
‘angel wing’, making the birds unable to fly. 

In addition, rotting bread can attract vermin or 
grow mould which can cause a fatal lung condi¬ 
tion called aspergillosis. Bosses also point out it 
can lead to the clogging of the waterways and 
lead to pollution that can kill fish and other pond 


A THANET motorist who hit speeds of 70mph in a 
30mph zone, and drove on the wrong side of the road 
as he looked to evade police in Margate, has pleaded 
guilty to dangerous driving. 

Joseph Hernandez, 21, of no fixed address, sped 
away from officers who had been following his 
vehicle in the Millmead Road area, shortly after 8am 
on Sunday. 

He then reached speeds of 70mph in a residential 
area in an attempt to lose the patrol car, while also 
driving on the wrong side of the road and through a 
red light. 

A stinger was used to stop Hernandez’s vehicle and 
he was arrested soon after in Manston Road. 

He appeared before Medway magistrates the 
following day and pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving, driving while disqualified and driving 
without insurance. 

He also admitted taking fuel and not paying in 
Ramsgate. The case was adjourned for sentencing to 


A CROOK who stole bank cards from a man and 
woman in Sittingbourne before using them to pay for 
items has been sentenced to four years imprison¬ 
ment. 

Billy Austin, of Cavell Way, robbed the victims in 
May and July 2017 before going on to use their bank 
cards for payments. He also burgled a small business 
in the town during the same time period. 

The 24-year-old pleaded guilty to two counts of 
robbery, one count of burglary and four counts of 
fraud and was sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court. 

On one occasion he watched his victim enter his 
PIN in a shop and then threatened him with a knife to 
hand it over. 

Detective sergeant Mike Champion, from Kent

incapable of living in society without posing a threat to 
innocent members of the public.

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Firm vows not to challenge 
ruling over 322m high mast

A COMMUNICATIONS firm which hoped to 
build a 322metre mast in the Dover country¬ 
side has confirmed it will not appeal an ear¬ 
lier rejection. 

Vigilant, the company behind the Richbor- 
ough Mast proposal, had suggested building 
the structure to improve connections be¬ 
tween finance firms in the UK and Europe. 

If built, the mast would have stood 12me- 
tres taller than the tip of The Shard skyscrap¬ 
er in London. 

But in January, Dover planning council¬ 
lors threw out the proposals, claiming it 
would be “materially harmful” to heritage 
sites including the Roman-Saxon era Rich- 
borough Fort, as well as the Grade I listed St 
Peter’s Church in Sandwich and the Church 
of Saint Mary in Minster. 

In its rejection, the council also wrote the 
mast would “significantly adversely affect 
and be harmful to the landscape character” 
of the surrounding area. 

A separate application for a slightly smaller 
mast had been made another company, New 
Line Networks, which was unanimously re¬ 
jected by councillors at the same meeting. 

Seven months on from the decision, direc¬ 
tor of global networks at Vigilant, Eric Belle- 


rive, said: “We have listened to and carefully 
considered the feedback of local community 
members and their elected councillors. 

“Out of respect for that feedback, we have 
chosen not to appeal Dover District Council’s 
decision. We continue to explore alternative, 
less intrusive ways to enhance the commu¬ 
nications infrastructure in the area to meet 
the technical requirements of the financial 
sector, as well as provide benefits to the local 
community. 

“We do not have any detailed plans at 


present, but will share promptly any future 
proposals with the community.” 

The firm had promised a “community 
fund” worth at least £2 million which would 
donate to local charitable organisations in 
the area, during the operation lifetime of the 
mast and had already donated funds for IT 
equipment to a number of local schools. 

A spokesperson from Dover District 
Council said it “would not be appropriate” 
to comment on the decision, describing it 
as a “matter for the applicant”.

They include a new supermarket 
and smaller units for non-food 
retail, small businesses, a cafe and 
a take-away uses in the first new 
village centre to provide services to 
local residents. 


A new primary school, Cherry 
Orchard, opens in the area next 
month and eventually there will be 
6,250 homes in three villages in 
Eastern Quarry. 

Paul Spooner, interim chief 


executive of Ebbsfleet Development 
Corporation, said: “Ebbsfleet 
Garden City provides a wide range 
of housing, from affordable with 
shared ownership, to quality family 
homes, all on London’s doorstep.”

They added: “Alex’s death 
also robs us and his family and 
friends of an exceptionally 
polite and helpful young man 
who had a very exciting future 
ahead of him. As a club we are 
devastated and offer our 
sincerest and heartfelt condo¬ 
lences to his family and 
friends.”

DEVELOPMENT: Ashford College is almost ready 


B UILDERS are adding the 
finishing touches to Ash¬ 
ford College’s new £26 mil¬ 
lion campus ahead of its 
opening next month. 

The state-of-the-art building on El- 
wick Road, just 429 footsteps from 
Ashford International train station, 
will enrol more than a thousand stu¬ 
dents onto a range of courses includ¬ 
ing beauty therapy, catering and hos¬ 
pitality, engineering, fashion and 
photography to name but a few. 

Part of the Hadlow Group, business 
is at the heart of its ideology and there 
is a commercial element to many of 
the courses on offer. 

For example, anyone walking 
along the street can pop in and book 
an appointment at its hair and beauty 
salon or at its fine dining restaurant 
where students will be providing 
services to the public while they learn 
the trade. 

Other facilities include an “old 
school” dark room for photography, a 
music technology studio and IT 
suites. 

Bosses have ensured the new cam¬ 
pus will be as energy-efficient as pos¬ 
sible, with solar panels on the roof 
providing much of the power needed 
throughout the building. 


If not enough is generated, power 
can still be brought in from the grid, 
or if it produces more energy than is 
required, that can theoretically be 
sold back to the grid, though chiefs 
say the amount received would be 
minimal. 

The core of the building has now 
been built, with the exterior spruced 
up using a type of cladding that boss¬ 


es insist has passed all safety checks 
and pearlescent paint. 

Inside, equipment is still arriving 
on site over the coming weeks with 
each studio, classroom and student 
breakout area still needing to be fully 
furnished ahead of the grand open¬ 
ing, for which a date has not been of¬ 
ficially announced. 

Contracts were exchanged last 


year to transform the site of the col¬ 
lege’s Jemmett Road campus into 
more than 150 new homes. 

The new campus is one of Ashford 
Borough Council’s ‘Big 8’ projects for 
economic growth in the area. Others 
include the Commercial Quarter 
mixed-use development directly op¬ 
posite the site, the Elwick Place cine¬ 
ma and junction 10a on the M20. 


Jail for violent

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Did A-level reform deliver resvdt? 

Our top universities say demand for places remained strong this year, despite a small drop in the 
number of applications nationwide, as the first verdicts were delivered on new look exam courses

U NIVERSITY places in 
Kent are still in high de¬ 
mand despite numbers 
appearing to fall in other 
areas across the country. 
As teenagers around the county 
this week collected their A-level re¬ 
sults and started plotting their next 
steps, early figures nationwide 
showed that fewer students have been 
accepted on to degree courses, with 
immediate numbers down two per 
cent compared with the same point 
last year. 

The fall means that many options 
are still available for students hoping 
to start degree courses this autumn 
with the majority of universities, in¬ 
cluding many top Russell Group insti¬ 
tutions, entering clearing in a bid to 
recruit good candidates. 

There have been reports that a 
number of universities are lowering 
their entry requirements to attract 
students. 

Clearing is the annual process that 
matches students without places, for 
example those that did not meet their 
required grades, with available 
courses, and more information can 
be found in our guide on pages 24 
and 25 of this week’s paper. 

The University of Kent, however, 
appeared to buck that trend, with de¬ 
mand remaining strong, particularly 
in towns and cities bordering the 
county. 

Head of recruitment and admis¬ 
sions Steven Holdcroft, said: “The 
University of Kent has had a strong 
student recruitment round this year 
with fewer places available in clear¬ 
ing than in 2016. 

“Demand for places at Kent from 
students living in London and the 
south east region appears to have re¬ 
mained strong throughout the ad¬ 
missions cycle, despite the downward 
demographic shift in the 18-year-old 
cohort. 

“Despite economic and political 
uncertainties, students are continu¬ 
ing to see the value and benefit of 
studying at a top-ranked university 
such as Kent.” 

Meanwhile, Professor Martin 
Snowden, pro-vice-chancellor for the 
University of Greenwich’s faculty of 
engineering and science, based at the 
Medway campus, said the faculty was 
enjoying a ‘buoyant’ clearing period. 

“Our offers of places are currently 
up on this time last year,” he said. 

“We’ve seen lots of activity and I’ve 
also been impressed by the quality of 
applicants who are wanting to come 
and study with us at Medway. 

“We are seeing a particular surge 
in applications in life and sports sci¬ 
ence degree programmes. Another 
subject that is proving popular is our 
brand new degree in chemical engi¬ 
neering. 

“Our degrees are very hands-on 
and career-focused, and so one of our 
key messages during clearing is that 
we help our students to compete for 
the very best science, engineering

and pharmacy graduate level jobs.” 

This year’s results proved particu¬ 
larly intriguing for some analysts, as 
it was the first under a controversial 
series of A-level reforms. 

The government introduced major 
changes to the qualifications in 2015 
- when this current crop of pupils 
would have been moving to their 
sixth forms and colleges - with a 
move away from coursework and 
modular exams throughout the 
course as well as the decoupling of 
AS-levels, making them more chal¬ 
lenging for students. 

While the A*-A pass-rate has risen, 
there was a drop in top results among 
the first 13 subjects to be overhauled 
in England, statistics from the Joint 
Council of Qualifications (JCQ) show. 

When comparing 18-year-olds’ re¬ 
sults for these subjects, the propor¬ 
tion of A* grades for these courses is 
down 0.5 percentage points to 7.2 per 
cent from last year, A*-A grades have 
dropped 0.7 percentage points to 
24.3 per cent and A*-E results have 
fallen 0.5 percentage points to 98.1 
per cent. 

The 13 reformed subjects are art 
and design, biology, business, chem¬ 
istry, computer science, economics, 
English language, English language 
and literature, English literature, his¬ 
tory, physics, psychology and sociol¬ 
ogy. 

Critics of the reforms have been vo¬ 
cal ever since the results were an¬ 


nounced on Thursday, and while 
former Gravesend head teacher Peter 
Read accepted there may be some 
positives to the changes, he too be¬ 
moaned the scrapping of coursework. 

He told KoS: “What we seem to be 
returning to, under Michael Gove’s 
reforms, is moving back to end-of- 
course exams, which I think puts a 
lot more emphasis on memory. 

“The AS levels which are being 
phased out, demand you have exams 
in three consecutive years and educa¬ 
tion is about far more than exams. 

“Why can’t we be like the rest of 
Europe and phase down 16-plus ex¬ 
ams, because we have the most ex¬ 
amined children in western Europe 
and these are not necessarily skills 
that people needs? 

“Coursework, I think, is really rele¬ 
vant, and one of the interesting 
things is girls tend to do better in 
coursework than boys, which is why 
they have historically done better at 
A-level, but now boys seem to be com¬ 
ing to the fore under these reforms.”

A survey of around 170 heads in 
England conducted by the Associa¬ 
tion of School and College Leaders 
(ASCL) found that around two-thirds 
(65 per cent) have cut the number of 
AS courses they offer in the wake of 
the government’s reforms, while 86 
per cent said they expect to remove 
AS courses in the future. 

Indeed, the association’s general 
secretary, Geoff Barton, said the 
changes have “have sounded the 
death knell for AS-levels”. 

However, Alex Scharaschkin, direc¬ 
tor of research at AQA, an education 
charity providing support to students, 
will not have been disadvantaged by 
taking the new-style exams. 

“We’ve been clear and very careful 
to make sure that the results are fair, 
so there has been no advantage or 
disadvantage from something you 


cannot control, the year you were 
born,” he said. 

“In terms of your A-level results 
they will be fair and they will be the 
right results.” 

Mr Read, who runs the kentadvice. 
co.uk consultancy website, declined 
to speculate on whether the reforms 
had an impact on the nationwide fall, 
but said there would be a number of 
factors involved, including the rise in 
tuition fees, for which graduates are 
now paying a staggering 6.1 per cent 
in interest - which he described as 
“the expoitation of young people”. 

Universities minister and Orping¬ 
ton MP Jo Johnson defended the poli¬ 
cy, however, insisting the current 
system is “fair and equitable”.

T RIBUTES have been paid 
this week to the “inspira¬ 
tional” former leader of 
Gravesham Borough 
Council, John Cubitt, after 
his death was announced earlier this 
week, writes Luke May. 

The popular Conservative council¬ 
lor stepped down from the post in 
March as he battled a long-standing 
illness. 

He passed away last Friday. He was 
75. 

Cllr Cubitt had represented Me- 
opham North since 2007 and became 
leader of the council in 2015 when 
the Tories regained control from La¬ 
bour. 

As his health started to take its toll, 
he was replaced by David Turner. 

Cllr Turner said: “I knew John for 
many years, first through our mutual 
love of rugby football. He was a life¬ 
long member of Gravesend RFC, join¬ 
ing aged 16 and playing in the 1st XV 
for 35 years. 

“I was a referee and recall he was 
more gentle with me than he was 
with the opposition, he went on to be¬ 


come an honorary life member and 
served as treasurer, then from 2014, 
its chairman. 

“Throughout his period as leader I 
was his deputy and when he was 
forced to step down because of his 
growing frailty I took over the leader¬ 
ship role. He had a vision for Grave¬ 
sham; to develop its commercial base 
and make it a safe place to live and 
work. I will strive to take that forward 
- it will be a part of John’s legacy. 

“But above all I will remember him 
as a large man in all respects; a pow¬ 
erful rugby player and a significant 
servant of the community, with te¬ 
nacity when seeking to deliver quali¬ 
ty but always sensitive to the feelings 
of those he worked with. Always for¬ 
giving and always displaying a warm 
and endearing personality.” 

Cllr Cubitt’s “vision” saw him join 
the Lower Thames Crossing Associa¬ 
tion, a campaign group born in oppo¬ 
sition against the bored tunnel set for 
east of Gravesend by 2026. 

Through the fight against what 
was known as Option C, Cllr Cubitt 
met lead campaigner Bob Lane. 

“Everyone would listen to what 
John would have to say,” Mr Lane said 
this week. “Losing him is a blow to 
the campaign and we will miss him

very much.” 

Together with fellow campaigners 
including county councillor Bryan 
Sweetland, Cllr Cubitt and Mr Lane 
took their fight to Westminster dur¬ 
ing a consultation on the project last 
year. 

Cllr Sweetland, chairman of Grave¬ 
sham Conservatives said: “It was a 
privilege to have known and worked 
alongside John for the last 10 years 
and I have many fond memories of 
him both as a councillor and fellow 
Rotarian. 

“He was very knowledgeable and a 
good leader of the council but more 
importantly, he was a good person 
and truly good people are very rare. 
Whenever John spoke, everyone lis¬ 
tened. He will be a great loss to our 
town. We will all miss him and our 
thoughts are with his wife Moira and 
the family.” 

Added Mr Lane: “He was always so 
vocal and helpful in the campaign, if 
you look at Essex, over there the cam¬ 
paigners have only just started work¬ 
ing with councillors, here the council 
has always made its opinion known 
over the past eight years, John was a 
big part of that, along with John Bur¬ 
den when it was a Labour council be¬ 
forehand.” 

Cllr Burden, opposition leader, paid 
his own tribute. He said: “We might 
have had our political differences, but 
we were very friendly and always put 
the needs of the borough first. 

“He was a great councillor for his 
ward. We both wanted what was best 
for Gravesham and for that reason we 
combined well, it’s all you can ask for 
from a great leader.” 

Born in 1942, he obtained a degree 
North & West 


in mathematics before becoming a 
qualified electrical and electronic en¬ 
gineer, subsequently working as both 
an independent financial advisor, 
and a financial adviser for a variety of 
organisations, as well as a further 
education lecturer and vice principal 
of a college of technology. He was a 
fellow of the RSA (Royal Society of 
Arts) and a member of the Institute of 
Directors. 

Jordan Meade was appointed into 
the former council leader’s cabinet af¬ 
ter the 2015 local election, despite be¬ 
ing aged just 19 at the time. 

The member for tourism and youth 
described his former leader as a 
“friend and mentor” adding: “John 
was a champion for young people in 
Gravesham and it was he who in¬ 
spired me and others to get involved 
in local government. 

“He truly loved the local party and 
working for the public and his com¬ 
mitment to the people of Gravesham 
was second to none. 

“John will be hugely missed by 
many, not only for his commitment to 
public life and the support and men¬ 
torship that he offered to young peo¬ 
ple like me, but for his immeasurable 
friendship and for his sheer willing¬ 
ness to give young people a chance. 

“I am privileged to have had the 
chance to work with John, he was an 
inspirational leader, a real gentleman 
and above all, a virtuous friend.” 

Outside of politics, the “unfailingly 
kind” father, brother and husband 
was a founding member of Gravesend 
and Meopham Rotary Club, serving 
as its president for two years. 

He was also a trustee of the Henry 
Pinnocks Charity, a family trustee of 


the Elizabeth Huggins Cottages Char¬ 
ity, a governor of two primary 
schools, had been a member of Kent 
Police Authority and Groundwork 
Kent & Medway, and also served as a 
governor and director of Canterbury 
Christ Church University. 

Chief executive of Gravesham Bor¬ 
ough Council, David Hughes, added: 
“John was an exemplary leader to 
work with. He had a very clear vision 
of what the administration he led was 
seeking to achieve and communicat¬ 
ed that effectively to me and senior 
colleagues so that our efforts were 
correctly focused. John worked very 
hard to represent, protect and pro¬ 
mote Gravesham’s interests in a vari¬ 
ety of forums. 

“On a personal level, he was unfail¬ 
ingly kind and supportive to those 
who work for the borough council at 
all levels and he was undoubtedly 
held not only in esteem but genuine 
affection. He will be sorely missed.” 

Amongst his busy schedule of com¬ 
mittees and charity work, Cllr Cubitt 
was also on the board for the Ebbs- 
fleet Development Corporation over¬ 
seeing the development of 15,000 
homes at the garden city. 

Interim chief executive Paul 
Spooner said: “John was very pas¬ 
sionate about Ebbsfleet Garden City, 
always coming up with ideas from his 
years of experience in public life as to 
how we could drive the development 
forward. 

“Not only was he a pleasure to have 
on our board but he was a genuinely 
nice man who will be sorely missed. 
Our thoughts are with his family.”

They have cost 
millions, but 
do cop cameras 
deliver results? 

A campaign group says police forces - including 
Kent - are refusing to reveal if the use of body- 
worn cameras by frontline officers are making 
our streets safer. With 2,000 in use in our county 
should there be greater transparency?

K ENT Police has been criticised by a 
civil liberties and privacy cam¬ 
paign group after failing to respond 
to requests about the number of 
convictions secured after spending 
millions of pounds on body-worn cameras. 

However, it is far from alone in being coy over 
the extent to which the cameras have been 
used to bring law-breakers to justice, with no 
constabularly - or the Crown Prosecution Serv¬ 
ice (CPS) able to provide data on their use in 
criminal proceedings. 

The campaign group Big Brother Watch 
(BBW) filed Freedom of Information requests 
with police across the country in a bid to ascer¬ 
tain how many cameras were being used and 
how successful they were proving. 

Kent Police, however, claimed they did not 
receive any such request and insists it has noth¬ 
ing to hide. 

Renate Samson, chief executive of BBW, told 
KoS: “We have a confirmation email from them 
acknowledging receipt of the request which 
was sent to us on August 2, last year. We didn’t 
hear anything further from them. 

“It seems Kent had some funding for these 
devices a few years ago, but we don’t know 
what they have done since, or even if they have 
any at all. 


“Our response to that is that we are very 
nervous and worried. We don’t have any beef 
with body-worn cameras. 

“But if the police are going to constantly tell 
us that that these cameras are a tool of trans¬ 
parency, be transparent about what you use 
them for, when you use them, how you use 
them and how the footage is being used to actu¬ 
ally sign, seal and deliver convictions. 

“Not one police force and nor the Crown 
Prosecution Service can tell us that.” 

However, the police were slightly more forth¬ 
coming when we contacted them. 

A spokesman told us: “Kent Police has more 
than 2,000 body worn video cameras that are 
currently used by frontline officers. In 2015 the 
office of the Kent Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner approved £1.8 million for the roll out of 
body worn video cameras. 

“Our devices have enhanced capabilities 
such as GPS tagging, infrared, viewing screens, 
additional software, warranty and an anti¬ 
tampering feature which prevents officers from 
deleting footage manually. 

“The cameras have a number of benefits, 
which includes improving evidence gathering 
and an increase in guilty pleas at court from of¬ 
fenders. This provides a better service to many 
victims of crime, as it can reduce the need for 
them to give evidence at court. It also helps re¬ 
duce malicious complaints against officers, 
which saves a significant amount of money in 
terms of the time that would have been spent 


WHAT THE REPORT DID REVEAL: 


THE report - Smile: You’re 
on Body Worn Camera Part 
II - was conducted by Big 
Brother Watch. 

Key findings included: 

■ Neither the police nor 
CPS could say how many 
early guilty pleas or 
convictions have been 
obtained thanks to footage 
taken from body worn 
cameras. 

■ Police forces have 
approved use of cameras 
based on the findings of 
trials which questioned the 
benefit, ease of use and 
value of the technology. 
One force has spent 


£209,610 on 411 cameras 
which during the trial had 
been found to not record, 
recorded “at the wrong 
angle” and are “difficult to 
wear”. 

■ The most widely used 
device doesn’t feature a 
front-facing screen to make 
it clear to a citizen that they 
are personally being 
filmed.

Protection of data when at 
rest or in transit must be 
standard.

investigating these complaints. 

“Kent Police complies with the Home Office’s 
safeguarding body worn video data recommen¬ 
dations. Officers are proactive in informing peo¬ 
ple when they are being recorded and this in¬ 
cludes audio. The cameras are only used in an 
overt way and are bright orange to make them 
visible to the public. All footage is automatically 


deleted after 31 days unless there is an evidential 
need to retain it. 

“It is not possible to say for sure how many 
convictions are directly related body worn video 
as footage is just one aspect of the total evidence 
used in prosecutions.” 

But BBW says there remain concerns. 

Its chief executive added: “Using technology in 


policing is an inevitability and we don’t oppose 
it, but be straightforward with us about how it is 
being used so the public can see its value and 
whether it reassures and protects them. 

“The Metropolitan Police has just announced 
they are going to fit these cameras to 1,000 
armed officers to improve accountability and 
transparency [see box off], so we wonder if we 


would get the same response as we did for this 
report if we did it again in the future? 

“The report reveals that 71 per cent of UK po¬ 
lice forces have spent £22.7m on 47,922 body 
worn cameras, but are unable to show how 
many guilty pleas or convictions have been ob¬ 
tained based on footage from the technology.

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LONDON EXTENDS USE OF CAMERAS 


“Body worn cameras have been billed by both 
the police and the CPS as critical technology for 
reducing violence against officers, 
improving transparency in police/public 
relations, assisting in obtaining guilty pleas 
they and as an essential tool in speeding up 
justice when footage is used as evidence in 
court. 

“The police repeatedly reassures the public 
that body worn cameras will enhance transpar¬ 
ency, create better relations, and improve prose¬ 
cution rates, but despite 71 per cent of forces roll¬ 
ing out nearly 48,000 cameras these benefits are 
yet to be conclusively proven. 

“It says little for the approach to transparency 
that neither the police nor the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service could tell us how often footage from 
the cameras has been used in court proceedings. 

“Police trials of the technology have proven 
inconclusive and problems have been reported 
with the cameras themselves. 

“If the future of policing is to arm all officers 
with wearable surveillance, the value of the 
technology must be proven and not just as¬ 
sumed. It is not enough to tell the public they are 
essential policing tools if the benefits cannot be 
shown.” 

Certainly there is a strong argument to sug¬ 
gest the mere presence of the cameras acts as a 
deterrent in themselves, and protects officers 
from fraudulent claims brought about by the po¬ 
lice claiming ill-treatment at the hands of offic¬ 
ers. 

Kent first trialled the technology in 2014 
when it used around 400 devices to test their ef¬ 
fectiveness when worn by frontline staff in Maid¬ 
stone, Medway and Thanet. It did not go without 
a hitch, however, after a fault was apparently 
discovered in downloading the footage. Howev¬ 
er, it was swiftly rectified and the six month trial 
scheme declared a success. 

It led to the then police and crime commis¬ 
sioner, Ann Barnes, giving the green light to in¬ 
vest £1.6m in the cameras. 


FIREARMS officers 
working in London 
will be given 
head-mounted 
cameras to boost 
transparency, more 
than three years after 
the plans were first 
mooted. 

The Metropolitan 
Police said officers 
working for armed 
response units will 
have the devices 
attached to baseball 
caps and ballistic 
helmets. 

Cameras have 
already been given 
to 17,500 officers in 
the country’s largest 
police force, with the 
latest tranche seeing 
1,000 members of 
‘firearms command’ 
getting the devices. 

The plans were 
first suggested by 
previous Met 
commissioner Sir 
Bernard Hogan- 
Howe in 2014 in the 
wake of the death of 


2 9-year-old Mark 
Duggan. 

Sir Bernard said 
giving firearms 
officers cameras 
would result in 
speedier justice for 
victims and help the 
force “be more 
accountable” in the 
wake of the death 
which sparked riots 
in 2011. 

Commander Matt 
Twist, in charge of 
the firearms 
command, said: 
“Officers who carry 
an overt firearm as 
part of their role very 
much welcome the 
use of body worn 
video. 

“It provides a 
documented and 
accurate account of 
the threats officers 
face and the split 
second decisions 
they make. 

“The cameras also 
offer greater 
transparency for 


those in front of the 
camera as well as 
those behind it.” 

Only those officers 
who carry a firearm 
overtly will be given 
a camera, while 
other units including 
mounted branch, 
parliamentary and 
diplomatic protection 
and specialist crime 
units to be given the 
devices by October. 

London mayor 
Sadiq Khan said the 
technology “will 
make a real differ¬ 
ence to those 
carrying firearms” 

He said: “As we 
complete the 
London-wide rollout, 
the cameras will also 
provide our officers 
with confidence in 
the transparency of 
their actions, as they 
continue their great 
work on the front line 
fighting crime and 
keeping our city 
safe.” 


The small devices are fitted to an officer’s chest 
or shoulder and can record video and audio of 
every interaction. 

That could be from someone asking for direc¬ 
tions to people being arrested or spoken to about 
a crime. 


Andy Marsh, National Police Chiefs’ Council 
lead for body-worn video, said the technology is 
relatively new in policing. 

He added: “We are working with the College of 
Policing to evaluate its effectiveness and benefits 
to forces and the public. 


“Video captured is fully admissible and in¬ 
creasingly used as evidence in court. 

“Ongoing trials and academic research indi¬ 
cate that the use of body worn video can reduce 
complaints and help to bring about quicker, fair¬ 
er justice.”

LeeFest serves 
up a treat on its 
evolution path

O F all Kent’s music 
festivals over the 
years, LeeFest 
certainly has a 
story which cap¬ 
tures the imagination. 

It was just 11 years ago 
when Lee Denny decided to 
make use of having his par¬ 
ents’ house to himself and 
staged an impromptu festival 
in their back garden. 

Among the few dozen of his 
friends who turned up to the 
Beckenham home, sufficient 
fun and enthusiasm was gen¬ 
erated to see it return the year 
after. 

Two years later some 600 
people were turning up to a 
local recreation ground. Am¬ 
bition has never been found 
wanting. 

Coupled with becoming the 
star of a high profile TV ad¬ 
vertising campaign for Goog¬ 
le, the festival found its new 
home near Tunbridge Wells 
last year for its 10th anniver¬ 
sary bash, and returned there 
again last weekend for anoth¬ 
er almighty summer knees 
up. 

And, once again, it proved 
that small can so often be 
beautiful. 

With a 5,000 capacity, the 
three-day event sprawled 
aross John Darlings Farm 
near Edenbridge and was 
awash with colour and barn¬ 
storming sets by its headline 


acts. 

Once again assuming its 
Neverland theme, festival- 
goers were invited to assign 
themselves into a particular 
group - be it Lost Boys, pirates 
or mermaids. An opportunity 
to dress up in glitter, leotards 
and feathers for many, of 
course, and a great chance to 
inject a sense of escape on 
proceedings. There were tree 
houses, pirate ships and a 
mermaid lagoon too in which 
to frolic. Which is, after all, 
what festivals should be all 
about - a short-lived commu¬ 
nity which lives long in the 
memory and becomes part of 
everyone’s summer calendar. 

The musical smorgasbord 
served up included some tasty 
treats that left the audience 
hungry for more. 

Friday night headliner was 
Jake Bugg, a man whose mu¬ 
sic seems designed for out¬ 
door arenas. His set list was a 
fine selection of his three top 
10 albums and set the tone 
nicely for the rest of the week¬ 
end. 

Surprise act Slaves - an¬ 
nounced just a few days be¬ 
fore the festival began - were 
one of the stand-outs on the 
Saturday. The Tunbridge 
Wells duo’s brand of punk has 
seen them become not only 
chart hits - netting two top 10 
albums with their first two of¬ 
ferings - but festival favour¬ 
ites. 

And the proximity of home 
to the festival site was benefi¬ 
cial to them too - telling the 


crowd they were “thankful” 
to be back in Kent as it meant 
they could start the day with 
a fry-up in familiar surround¬ 
ings. 

Saturday night headliner 
was Radio l’s Annie Mac - 
fresh from performing her DJ 
set in Ibiza. And it came 
through during her set when, 
in true party fashion, she 
brought some classic and new 
house remixes to the stage, 
and had everyone raving to 
end the day. 

The festival itself was not 
without some hitches - many 
complained about long 
queues getting into campsites 
and there were the expected 
gripes on social media about 
the state of the toilets. But 
that is surely de riguer for all 
festivals the world over. It is, 
after all, the toilet issue which 
acts as a festival control 
valve; if the loos were nice at 
these sorts of events then 
surely no-one could resist a 
day outside listening to live 
music enjoying a drink and 
something to eat. 

There were issues with the 
shuttle bus, however, which 
saw the £10 service getting 
punters from Tonbridge and 
Edenbridge stations see too 
few seats and too infrequent a 
service. The result was many 
festival goers having to fork 
out £50 for a taxi instead. 

But let’s not dwell on that. 

LeeFest was another enjoy¬ 
able weekend with a strong 
line-up. Here’s to next year’s 
event.

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Overcoming tragedy 
and depression, meet 
inspirational Kobe 

Refusing to let things get on top of her, the 25-year-old from 
Dartford is vying to be Miss Great Britain later this year

A 25-year-old who battled 
anxiety, depression and 
weight problems has 
shed seven stone and is 
now the county’s con¬ 
tender to be crowned Miss Great Brit¬ 
ain. 

Kobe Emelonye, a life coach from 
Dartford, was crowned Miss Kent ear¬ 
lier this year and will now take part 
in the national final on September 15 
in Leicester. 

But despite her remarkable success, 
her life has been far from easy. She 
lost her father when she was just 
nine, and the depression that sparked 
saw her weight balloon. By the time 
she was 21 she was almost 20 stone. 

Now, however, the young mum has 
turned her life around in remarkable 
style - shedding the weight, easing 


her mental trauma and now being 
crowned Miss Kent. 

She told KoS: “I had to ditch bad di¬ 
etary habits like having take outs 
every night. 

“I had to begin going to the gym 
and eating healthily. 

“I had a great childhood and a re¬ 
ally close family but we were hit hard 
when my dad passed away when I 
was nine. 

“We lost our house as my mum 
struggled to uphold mortgage pay¬ 
ments on her own. 

“Although she was a single parent 
she made sure we had everything we 
need and encouraged us to get an ed¬ 
ucation and stay on the right path - 
rather than become a statistic. There 
wasn’t a thing we didn’t do as a fami¬ 
ly whether it was going away to Leeds 
or Paris to horse riding. 

“As I was only nine and didn’t un¬ 
derstand death properly, I found I 
didn’t have an escape for how I was 


feeling and turned to food for com¬ 
fort. 

“My dad was a slightly bigger man 
and I knew his death was due to high 
blood pressure and heart complica¬ 
tions so that was a situation that I 
wanted to avoid myself, but comfort 
eating at that time made me feel bet¬ 
ter.” 

It soon became apparent that 
things were not good. 

She said: “It wasn’t until the age of 
13 I noticeably started gaining 
weight. At this time I didn’t know 
that I was using food as my way of 
dealing with the numbness of losing 
a parent. I remember that I was upset 
that my dad did not get to see my year 
five play like he did with my two older 
sisters as he passed away a couple 
months before this happened. 

“It wasn’t until I was around 14 or 
15 that I started getting insecure 
about my weight because although I 
was a size 12 at this time, I was much

When I 
was 14 I was 14 stone, 15 stone at 15 
and by the time I was 17 I was 17 
stone. 

“I maintained 17 stone until I was 
roughly 19/20 when I became 18 
stone. I was horrified that the scale 
had reached such a height. I tried to 
do something about my weight but as 


soon as life’s challenges hit me again I 
found comfort in my bed and food.” 

It was yet more years later that she 
decided to really tackle her problems. 

She told us: “A year later at the age 
of 21 when I decided to weigh myself 
again to begin my fitness journey I 
weighed in at 19 stone 51bs. 

“At this point I was horrified. Heart 
problems are something I have al¬ 


ways avoided. My dad passed away 
young at only 41 years old so I did not 
want to go down that path. I decided I 
was going to get in shape and not give 
up this time. I was doing this for two 
weeks straight but I started feeling 
sick but did not know why, it wasn’t 
until I went to the hospital a week 
later that I found out that I was preg¬ 
nant. I was happy of course, but upset 


that I had to wait nine months until I 
was able to fully engage in exercise. 

“I tried to develop good habits dur¬ 
ing this time but it wasn’t long until I 
started eating away my problems. 

“When I gave birth because I had a 
lot of morning sickness all through 
my pregnancy I weighed 17 stone 
91bs. 

“That was my lowest weight since I 
was 17 so I was happy, eigtht months 
later I was back at over 19 stone.” 

She went on: “One day I was laying 
in bed going through my social media 
and I just could not stop crying. I was 
seeing people my age having fun and 
enjoying their life and here was me, 
not. I decided that I needed a change 
and I was not going to procrastinate 
anymore. 

“On April 4, 2016 I started my fit¬ 
ness programme, I researched online 
the best exercises to do at the gym 
and what foods to eat. The first week I 
lost 51b, second week I gained 21b but 
the difference between this time and 
previous times I have tried and given 
up, this time I decided that I was not 
going to be put off by a little weight 
gain. I kept at it and over a year later I 
am still going. I am now 12 stone and 
a size 12 and have never been more fit 
and healthy in my life. I even had the 
courage to break away from my shy¬ 
ness and reserved nature to apply for 
Miss Great Britain and I won the title 
of Miss Kent.” 

And her sponsor is Gravesham 
Community Leisure - the company 
which operates the gym in which she 
has worked out so hard - Outline at 
the Cascades Leisure Centre. 

Having beaten her own demons, 
Ms Emelonye wants to help others 
and has trained to become a life coach 
to aid people in dark times see a hap¬ 


pier future for themselves. 

She told us: “Having been through 
certain things I have experienced in 
the past I want to influence people to 
believe in themselves and go after 
their dreams. 

“I encourage people to believe that 
they are limitless and the only person 
who sets limits for us is ourselves. 

“I am now a personal trainer and I 
help people to get to where they want 
to be in life by taking small steps to¬ 
wards a bigger goal and not allowing 
circumstances and situations hinder 
them for becoming the person they 
want to be. 

“My goal would be that girls as well 
as guys will have confidence in them¬ 
selves that they don’t look to the me¬ 
dia as a way of seeing what it is they 
think they should look like. I am also 
hoping that I will make history by be¬ 
ing the first black Miss Great Britain. I 
believe all things are possible and I 
am living proof.” 

Jemma Simmondy, the Miss Great 
Britain event and operations manag¬ 
er said: “Our aim is to find title hold¬ 
ers who embody what it is to be a 
positive young role model and Kobe is 
exactly that. For any young person to 
overcome the obstacles Kobe has and 
come out the other side with such a 
positive message is truly inspiration¬ 
al. 

“It is incredibly uplifting to see 
such a positive young lady with a 
great message using her platform to 
spread her story and hopefully in¬ 
spire others to be the best they can. 
Where so many people might just 
give up and not discover the extent of 
their full potential Kobe pushed her¬ 
self to reach her goal and we’re in¬ 
credibly proud to have her as part of 
the Miss Great Britain family.”

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High drama as our athletics 
stars enjoy mixed fortunes 

The IAAF World Championships came to a close last weekend with gold for our 
very own Adam Gemili but there was heartache for racewalk star Tom Bosworth

A DAM Gemili, Dina Ash- 
er-Smith and Jack Green 
all won medals on a dra¬ 
matic final weekend of 
athletics at the London 

Stadium. 

The Kent trio won gold, silver and 
bronze in their respective relays as 
Great Britain made amends for what 
many had considered a disappoint¬ 
ing home performance at the IAAF 
World Championships. 

Gemili said he banished his Olym¬ 
pic demons by playing a huge role in 
the men’s 4x100m relay triumph - 
in which the legendary Usain Bolt 
pulled up injured in his final ever 
track race - with former world and 
Olympic champion Michael John¬ 
son hailing the Dartford sprinter’s 
efforts. 

Gemili had missed out on a bronze 
medal in Rio by three-thousandsth 
of a second, and was controversially 
overlooked for selection in the indi¬ 
vidual 200m event at the champi¬ 


onships. 

But together with CJ Ujah, Danny 
Talbot and Nethaneel Mitchell- 
Blake, Gemili obliterated the Euro¬ 
pean 4x100 metres record with a 
run of 37.47 seconds to take gold 13 
years after Britain’s last global suc¬ 
cess in the event at the 2004 Athens 
Olympics. 

“It’s been a tough year, there’s 
been a lot of downs,” the 23-year- 
old said on his 2017 season. 

“It was the lowest I’ve ever been in 
the sport and it’s the lowest I’ve ever 
felt in myself. 

“Rio was disappointing, but it was 
a different kind of disappointment. 

“But to come out the other end, 
with a fantastic team, as world 
champions - I’m elated, it’s every¬ 
thing you dream of. 

“I don’t actually believe it’s hap¬ 
pened. I didn’t want to go to sleep in 
case I woke up and it was all a 
dream. 

“But it’s reality and it’s something 
we’ve been working towards and 
every athlete in the squad wants to 
become world champion and be the 
best in the world and for us four 


lucky guys it’s actually happened. I 
feel great.” 

Speaking on BBC Sport, Johnson 
said: “An amazing and outstanding 
performance from that British 
team. 

“They beat everyone fair and 
square. They delivered on a night 
when everyone was here - not nec¬ 


essarily to see this. 

“Adam Gemili was just ridiculous 
down the back stretch. He opened 
up a gap that was always going to be 
hard for anyone to chase down.” 

Gemili was joined on the podium 
by Orpington’s Dina Asher-Smith, 
who featured in the women’s sprint 
relay team alongside Asha Philip, 


Desiree Henry and Daryll Neita, 
winning silver in 42.12s. 

Asher-Smith, who finished an ag¬ 
onising fourth over 200m after an 
injury-hit season, added: “To 
upgrade from Olympic bronze to 
world silver with these girls has 
been absolutely incredible, and to

do it at home means so much.” 

Jack Green, from Maidstone, also 
took home a bronze medal for his ef¬ 
forts in the heats, despite dropping 
out of the 4x400m relay final, with 
Matthew Hudson-Smith replacing 
him alongside Rabah Yousif, Dwayne 
Cowan and Martyn Rooney. 


But there was heartbreak for 
Sevenoaks-born star, Tom Bos- 
worth, however, who was disquali¬ 
fied from the 20km racewalk after 
receiving a third red card for techin- 
cial infringements. 

It meant that Great Britain ended 
the championships with a total of 


six medals, and brought the 
curtain down on an emotional 10 
days where crowds saluted the 
careers of both Usain Bolt and Sir 
Mo Farah, who also raced for the fi¬ 
nal time on the track, before he 
switches his attention to road 
races.

There is still time to secure 
the university berth you want 

After all the drama of the A-level results being published this week, uni places 
are still available but those wanting them should act swiftly to not miss out

L ast-minute places look 
likely to still be available at 
some of the UK’s top univer¬ 
sities this week, with some 
actively recruiting students. 
Figures released earlier this week 
show two thirds of Russell Group uni¬ 
versities, considered among the best 
in the UK, were advertising courses 
on the Ucas clearing website. 

In total, the site shows that there 
were around 4,700 undergraduates 
courses at these institutions with 
available places for English students 
prior to A-level results day on Thurs¬ 
day, when sixth-formers across Eng¬ 
land, Wales and Northern Ireland re¬ 
ceived their grades and discovered if 
they have secured a hoped-for spot on 
their chosen degree course. 

Many universities are aiming to re¬ 


cruit students who perform better 
than expected in their exams and 
want to “trade” to a different univer¬ 
sity through the annual process 
known as adjustment, or those who 
simply want to change their course or 


university. 

Ucas figures show that overall, 
around 890 applicants found places 
through adjustment last year, while 
around 50,000 were placed through 
the main clearing scheme. 


Clearing is the annual process that 
matches students without places, for 
example those that did not meet their 
required grades, with available 
courses. 

Sheffield University is running a 
campaign this summer which it said 
aims to “challenging the old percep¬ 
tions around clearing” and tell high- 
performing students that if they do 
better than expected that they can 
switch to study at the institution. 

Liz Hunt, Sheffield’s head of admis¬ 
sions said: “The University of Shef¬ 
field is looking to recruit high quality 
students through adjustment and 
clearing this year and wants to en¬ 
sure that students who achieve better 
grades than expected, students who 
applied late, and students who may 
have changed their mind about the 
course they wish to study, are aware 
that Sheffield is an option for them.” 

She added that students could regis¬ 
ter in advance of A-level results day to 



express their interest in courses, and 
those that did so, and achieve the re¬ 
quired grades would be given priority 
consideration if places are available. 

Cardiff University has been using 
Twitter to promote its places, using 
the social media site to encourage 
students to plan ahead for results day,

view its vacancies and register for up¬ 
date. 

According to the Ucas clearing site, 
Sheffield had available places for stu¬ 
dents in England on 381 undergradu¬ 
ate courses, and Cardiff 366. 


The 16 Russell Group universities 
showing undergraduate courses with 
availability for English students were 
Birmingham, Bristol, Cardiff, Exeter, 
Glasgow, King’s College London, 
Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester, New¬ 


castle, Queen Mary (University of 
London), Queen’s University Belfast, 
Sheffield, Southampton, Warwick 
and York. But be quick if you’re inter¬ 
ested. These places will have been 
fought over since Thursday. 



CALM: There will still be places available - but don’t hang around 


There is now no cap on student 
numbers which makes it easier for in¬ 
stitutions to recruit more applicants if 
they want to. 

The number of would-be students 
applying to university this autumn 
has fallen, according to Ucas statis¬ 
tics. Overall, 649,700 people had ap¬ 
plied by June 30, the last deadline for 
applications, down around four per 
cent (down 25,190) compared with 
this point last year. 

Those applying after the end of 
June do so through clearing. 


A breakdown shows a four per cent 
decrease in UK applicants, while the 
number of EU students planning to 
study at a UK university or college 
has fallen by five per cent. 

There has been a two per cent rise 
in international students from coun¬ 
tries outside the EU. 

The statistics do show that the pro¬ 
portion of 18-year-olds in England 
applying to universities has reached a 
new high, with 37.9 per cent plan¬ 
ning to study for a degree, up from 
37.2 per cent in 2016.

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Discover the world of Georaian cuisine with Olia 


Olia Herclues went revisited a Middle Eastern trip she took as a child with her parents for cookbook... 


T’S time you got your tastebuds 
around some Georgian and Az¬ 
erbaijani flavours, Olia Her¬ 
cules tells Ella Walker. 

“Everybody was so busy with 
the Middle East, and loving that, that 
we haven’t ripened to the Georgian 
thing,” she states. “I’m quite sur¬ 
prised it took so long,” says the writer 
and food stylist. 

Our lack of Georgian love is set to 
change though, with the release of 
her second cookbook, Kaukasis. 

For the book, Olia, 34, returned to 
the countries that she meandered 
through on a road trip to visit family 
in Baku in Azerbaijan, when she was 
a toddler. 

“We drove from the south of 
Ukraine, through Crimea, took a fer¬ 


ry to Russia and Sochi, and drove 
through Georgia and into Baku with¬ 
out even warning them. We were just 
like, ‘Oh, shall we go to Baku?’ so we 
drove and it was amazing.” 

Olia retraced as much of that fami¬ 
ly trip as possible, gathering recipes 
and ideas along the way. She toured 
Georgia and Azerbaijan, going as far 
as Lankharan on the border. 

“We didn’t go into Armenia, but I 
really wanted to go to Nagorno-Kara¬ 
bakh, where my auntie’s old house is, 
but it’s probably destroyed now by 
war,” says Olia sadly. 

Today, Olia, is bustling around the 
kitchen of her East-London flat, pick¬ 
ling huge, shiny unripe tomatoes, 
but, she says, no tomatoes can com¬ 
pare to the ones you get at markets in

the Ukraine and Georgia. “The best 
tomatoes I’ve ever tried for sure, 
they’re massive - the size of your head 
- but flavoursome, juicy, everything 
you need from a tomato is there.” 

Georgian and Azerbaijani cooking 
were woven into Olia’s childhood, 
and growing up in the ex-Soviet Un¬ 
ion, where ingredients could be really 
quite scarce at times. 

Meeting home cooks is still some¬ 
thing that fascinates Olia, who in¬ 
cludes recipes from the people she 
met on her travels in Kaukasis. 

“Especially in rural areas, if you go 
to visit someone, they will have a 
massive barrel of cheese that they 
make every morning and then they 
salt it, or they make buffalo butter, 
which is the most delicious thing I’ve 


ever tried -1 could have eaten it with a 
spoon,” she remembers. 

The markets, particularly in Geor¬ 
gia, are as astounding as the toma¬ 
toes, too. “Your mind is blown,” says 
Olia with a grin. “Especially those 
who love unusual ingredients. You 
can have little barberries from Tush- 
eti, there’s crazy wild plants and 
mushrooms I’ve never heard of be¬ 
fore, and alycha plums.” 

For Olia, a season of pop-ups and 
cookery sessions now awaits as the 
rest of us slowly come to realise just 
what we’ve been missing when it 
comes to Georgian and Azerbaijani 
food.

Book a test-drive 
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Diesel cloud may have silver 
lining for greener motoring 


I feel rather sorry for the owners of 
diesel cars who are increasingly 
concerned about the current 
furore surrounding emissions 
which is affecting future resale 
values. 

There’s no question we have all 
got to do something to put a brake 
on pollution and improve air 
quality but, all of a sudden, it seems 
to be a case of demonising diesel 
vehicles. 

Now the government has 
announced sales of new petrol and 
diesel vehicles will be banned from 
2040. 

I’m not worried about whether 
the car-makers can hit that 
deadline, I’m more concerned 
whether the ‘establishment’ can 
create the charging infrastructure 
that will be needed to keep so many 
electric cars on the road. 

But there’s also a lot of misunder¬ 
standing, even misinformation, 
about diesel power. I’ve had 
concerned owners asking if they 
should sell their diesel car now, 
fearing values will plummet. 
Adding to the furore is a ‘toxicity 


tax’ of £10 a day for old diesels - 
and petrol cars - in central London 
weekdays 7am to 6pm, on top of the 
£11.50 congestion charge, from 
October 23 for cars, vans, mini¬ 
buses, buses, coaches and lorries. 

Diesel cars are more polluting 
than petrol, producing more of the 
tiny particles and nitrogen oxides 
(NOx) that are linked to asthma as 
well as to heart and lung diseases. 
But the key word in these new 
air-pollution measures is ‘old’ 
because London’s new anti-pollu¬ 
tion levy will apply to those diesel 
and petrol vehicles more than 10 
years old - many of which do not 


meet Euro 4 emission standards for 
various toxins in exhaust emis¬ 
sions. 

Diesel engines produce less 
carbon dioxide (C02) - the green¬ 
house gas responsible for global 
warming - but, typically, 10 times 
as much nitrogen dioxide as a 
petrol equivalent. Old diesel cars 
also produce a lot more particles 
and pollutants. 

At the end of 2015 there were 
more than nine million Euro 4 cars, 
fewer now as they come to the end 
of the road, but two-thirds were 
petrol. 

Cars are now governed by very 


Many Euro 6 diesel 
vehicles have a separate 
AdBlue tank to counteract 
harmful emissions.

stringent Euro 6 standards and 
many diesels inject AdBlue liquid - 
32.5% urea and 67.5% deionised 
water - from a separate tank into 
the exhaust system to break down 
soot and unburnt fuel, turning 
them into harmless water and 
nitrogen. 

We’re currently encouraged to 
choose ‘low-emission’ cars but, 


while every manufacturer quotes 
C02 figures, it’s not so easy to find 
out NOx figures. 

The silver lining of this cloud of 
diesel car uncertainty is that, while 
2040’s ban is still nearly 23 years 
away, it will make drivers think 
about their motoring needs and 
start considering electric or, 
initially at least, hybrid cars.

Crouch backs bid 
for 50-metre pool 

Sports minister supports campaign for Olympic-sized facility

THE sports minister has thrown her 
weight behind a campaign working 
to deliver a 50-metre swimming pool 
in Kent. 

Clubs and parents told KoS last 
week they were having to make long 
journeys several times a week to Lon¬ 
don, Sussex, Essex or Surrey to allow 
budding swimmers to train in Olym¬ 
pic-sized facilities - unavailable any¬ 
where in the county. 

For some youngsters in the east of 
Kent, their nearest pool geographi¬ 
cally is actually across the Channel in 
France, such is the distance they have 
to travel to access a 50m facility in 
the UK. 

Consequently, campaigners feared 
the most promising talent was being 
“held back” by the lack of a suitable 
pool and were often placed at a disad¬ 
vantage when competing against 
swimmers from other counties, who 
train over a 50m length regularly. 

However, councils in Kent have 
been reluctant to rubber-stamp plans 
for a pool of that size over concerns it 
would be underused, and could cost 
millions of pounds at a time where lo¬ 
cal government funding is being 
slashed year-on-year. 

Instead, club chiefs have argued 
that unless a wealthy sponsor steps 
forward, the county’s universities 
should fund such facilities, suggest¬ 
ing they too would benefit by attract¬ 
ing a wider pool of students who en¬ 
joy swimming. 

Neither the University of Kent nor 
Canterbury Christ Church said they 


have any plans for a pool at this stage. 

Sports minister Tracey Crouch, 
who is also MP for Chatham and 
Aylesford, was identified by cam¬ 
paigners as a potentially key figure in 
the fight for a larger facility, and this 
week she told KoS the bid had her 
backing. 

“I think every county should have 
a 50m pool and Kent is no excep¬ 


tion,” she said. 

“There are talented young swim¬ 
mers who would clearly benefit from 
having an Olympic size pool nearby 
and I was pleased to be part of a meet¬ 
ing involving many partners to try 
and get this to happen. 

“It is for them to make it all come 
together but they know they have my 
support.” 


Archery prospect on target for Tokyo 2020

A PROMISING archery prospect has 
moved one step closer to represent¬ 
ing his country at the 2020 Olympic 
Games in Tokyo after receiving a 
funding boost from his college. 

Ryan Holden, 19, was handed a 
£500 cheque from East Kent College 
to support his development, after 
recently competing as part of Team 
GB in the European Youth Cup in 
Porec, Croatia. 

The Broadstairs campus appren¬ 
tice is currently working towards his 
Level 3 NVQ in Plumbing and 
Heating but growing costs have 
proved a stumbling block in his 
quest towards Japan in three years’ 
time.
